We are aware that a large 
majority of our people are opposed to 
allowing a railroad track to be laid 
down on Cerro Gordo street, and just» 
ly so. But this is not the only means 
of getting through the city. A public 
meeting was held, a few weeks ago, 
called ostensibly for the purpose of 
awakening an interest in favor of se- 
curing this roau through Decatur. 
Resolutions were passed, and the city 
council was asked to appoint a com- 
mitteu to confer with the officers of the 
road, and learn what was really want- 
ed by them. The council was also 
asked to confer with the Wabash road 
in reference to keeping Decatur as the 
end of a division instead of removing 
it to Bement. We notice that the 
council soon found out what the Wa- 
bash road wanted, and have agreed 
that it may have 810,000 worth of wa- 
ter, if it will increase its roundhouse, 
and let things remain as they now 
are. Up to Friday evening last there 
had been no communication with the 
officers of the I. D. A S. Why this is 
so, we do not know! Decatur wants 
the I. D. & S, extension, of course, al- 
though it will not allow a track to be 
laid down on Cerro Gordo street, and 
does not expect to pay any bonus of 
any kind. But courtesy to the officers, 
and every reasonable facility should be 
extended to this enterprise, Are we 
to be deprived of a rival road to the 
Wabasb, simply because the other 
roads here do not want any further 
competition? Let our people Wake 
up to the importance of this matter 
and learn what is wanted, and if any- 
thing in reason, let it be granted. Let 
at least proper treatment be accorded 
to those in charge of the new road.

A curious experiment was tried som 


years ago, for the piirpet.se' eif lesting

want of U, the skeptical trustees wer 
akento a rmsiliem wlii'vo they eould gn 
a full view of the audience, anel the veil 
tilalors were closed. In a tew moment 
the entire aspect of things changed 
Tlie speaker began to labor ami per 
sjiiro, anel the listeners tei grow resiles 
and inattentive, fidgeting about with the 
indescribable uinvcinunl which so cluarl; 
indicates weariness 
and 
discomfort 


Then the ventilators were reopened 
and in a inoinem or two every body wa 
at case again—and the doubting trus 
tees were ready to pay double for the 
apparatus, if necessary to secure it. 


The moral of this little story is plain 


If we want attentive audiences in om 
hiirchcs anel leulnre-hulls we must have 
pure air. 
That il is neit impossible te 


ccure it, the instance that we have giv 
'ii, and many others eif similar charae: 
tor, amply prove. It is said, for exam 
tie, that the system of ventilation in Dr

USEFUt AND SCIENTIFIC. 


SANITARY PHOPKHTIES or TUBES.— 


Mr, Kingzett finds that the sanitar 
properties of the eucalyptus are not ejw 
ing to its drainage powers, but to th 
oil which is evaporated from its leaves 
The oil is practically identical with Hi 
oil of turpentine, derived f roin pine trees 
and with most of tho so-called cssonti; 
oils or perfumes. All these oils, who 
subjected to the action of atmetspheri 
oxygen, produce peroxide of hydrogc 
and a number of camphnracoous sub 
stances having marked antisoptiu char 
iteteristics. What is true of the euci 
lyptus is true also of the nine, and et 
an immensely larger scale, for pine fetr 
ests aro distributed freely over Itett 
hemispheres, and the oil of turpentine 
which Is a natural product of the pint 
undergoes the same chemical change 
in the atmosphere as the oil of the ei 
ealyptus.

AGBICULTURAL NOTES. 


EOO-EA.TINO BY PULLETS.—A corre- 


spondent of the American Poultry Yard 
writes as follows: As a general thing 
this habit is introduced by the accidental 
breaking of an egg. 
It may be intro- 


duced by throwing egg-shells from the 
kitchen into the poultry-yard; they 
should bo broken into small pieces be- 
fore giving them to fowls. Sometimes 
eggs crack by freezing it) cold weather, 
and thus expose a portion of their con- 
tents. 
Eggs are very delicious morsels 


to hens, iFonofowl acquires this habit, 
all the others in the same flock will 
soon learn it too, if confined, where they 
can see what is going on; and they al- 
ways mnko a ru.sh at whatever one of 
their fellows is eating. The habit is one 
very hard to break; killing the whole 
flock seems to be a desperate resort, 
but if the breed is not especially valua- 
ble, and the flock a small one, it i.s really 
the best possible method, saving timo 
and money in the end. The foliowiug 
method may bo tried first, however: Let 
the fowls have free range in summer, or 
draw them off to a locality at some littlo 
distance from the nests in winter, and let 
the nests be so covered as to be quite 
dark, and prevent the laying hens from 
seeing the eggs. Hens will not stay in 
a dark nook to scratch and peck, al- 
though they prefer a rather dark place 
to lay in. 
Scatter wheat screenings, 


pounded chandler scraps, or other at- 
tractive food among straw, or some such 
light stuff, to induce them to spend 
tfi*ir time scratching for it. Their visits 
(fo the nest will then be only on the 
legitimate business of laying. If fowls 
have an unrestricted range, the insects 
and other attractions of the field will 
answer the purpose of an 
artificial 


scratching place in .summer; but in 
rough, wet weather, or in winter, the 
fowls must be employed in-doors to pre- 
vent forming had habits, or to cure 
them if already formed. 
All the grain 


remaining at the .scratching-plaeo at 
night very likely will be devoured by 
rats and mice. However, by exercising 
a moderate degree of calculation, one 
will contrive to throw down just enough 
in the morning to last till the middle of 
the afternoon, mid the remainder of the 
day's allowance can lie given before 
dark. 


TIIK DCMANII KOU HKAVV HOUSES.— 


During the past !."> years there lias been 
a great change in the demand for horses 
i» this country. 
Formerly nearly every 


one bred in relation to speed and endur- 
ance. Now a large proportion of farm- 
ers breed with a view of increasing size 
and strength. This change i.s not the 
result of caprice. 
There lias been a 


steadily increasing demand for heavy 
horses, and a corresponding falling off 
in the demand for light one.s. 
Fashion 


has had littlo to do in this matter. 
Heavy horses uru wanted because they 
supply an existing want. From present 
appea'ninees it will be many jear.s lio- 
foro the supply of heavy horses will 
equal the demand. The country is now 
well supplied with horse-,. 
At no time 


in its history, perhaps, were there as 
many hor.sc.s to a given number of in- 
habitants as at present. 
Small, work 


horses arc low, but heavy draft horses 
continue to be high. 
The importation 


of Clydesdale and 1'erchcron-Xormiin 
horses increases every year. 
The first 


that were brought over were regarded 
as very uncertain ventures. At present 
they are of no doubtful value. The im- 
porters of horses from France and Scot- 
land have suffered none of the reverses 
ot the importers of short-horn cattle. 
With rare exceptions they have become 
rich. 
From present appearances we 


shall soon bo sending Clydesdales to 
Scotland and F.ngland, and Normans to 
France and liulgium. 
The value of 


heavy draft horses was recognized in 
the old world before it was in the new. 
Now that their worth is appreciated 
here, all persons having teaming to do 
seem anxious to procure them. In this 
city thiMUerage si/.c of horses appears 
to increase every .season, and the like id 
true in nearly every city in the entire 
country. Large horses are less liable 
to injuries from the swinging of the 
j 


t 
>oles of wagons than small ones. Their j 
Mines are firmer, and they are common- , 
ly more hardy. Large horses arc more [ 
economical as respects harness, stall 
•room, feed, and work required to take 
care of then). A large proportion of. 
the teaming now done is over short dis- 
tances, and it is more important to 
draw a large load than to make the trip 
((nickly. 
Tieforo the, introduction of 


heavy draft hor.sc.s, the teaming in the 
hill) and timbered portions of the conn- 
try was chiefly performed by oven. 
Now oxen are being superseded by 
heavy horses in all these sections. Per- 
sons traveling for bnsine-s or pleasure 
now ride in eais instead of Muges. 
There is still :i large demand for horses 
of moderate sine for drawing street- 
cars, but breeding stiige-horses is a 
business of the past. In all thu coun- 
tries of eastern Europe heavy horses 
are taking the place of light ones in 
general fanning 
operations. 
That 


American farmers will soon generally 
employ heavy horses iu field work seems 
certain.—(J/aeayo Times. 


SOMK NOTES ON BUTTKK.—Butter is 


not a manufactured article in the .sense 
that cheese may be so considered. The 
former is, strictly .speaking, a product 
of the dairy; the latter is that and more 
too. The one is practically unchanged 
in the manipulations through which it 
passes; the other, by the introduction of 
a foreign substance and by the changes 
wrought by heat, is more completely a 
manufactured article than butter. Vet, 
notwithstanding this, butter is less uni- 
form in quality than cheese, although 
one would think, considering; the differ- 
ences iu the methods of niaking, that 
the reverse would be the case. Between 
"gilt-edged " and "grease" butter there 
is a wide gulf into which is plunged all 
those grades of good, common, poor, 
imperfect and bau articles of conglom- 
eration called butter, and which make 
up the ninety-five per cent, of the but- 
ters which find their way to the mar- 
kets ; for, strange as it may appear, only 
fire per cent, of all the butter received 
at our great markets throughout the 
country is of such a character as to pass 
forflrst-classortho real "gilt-edged " ar- 
ticle. This last, the perfect butter, is that 
which always commands the highest 
price, takes the strongest hold on the 
appetites of men, and is never found in 
market in too large quantities. Poor, 
imperfect butter is always despised. It 
is an outcast. The poorest laborer, who 
earns enough to pay for a good living 
every week.will not eat it. It is rejected of 
men, and it would have been better had 
it never been made. The system of 
creameries and the improved methods 
E 


racticed in our best private dairies 
ave led, In recent years, to the produc- 
tion of butter of greater uniformity, and 
of generally higher grade than was com- 
monly put upon the markets a dozen 
years ago; yet to-day the criticism upon 
the butter In our market is that it lacks 
uniformity, it ig deficient in high quali- 
ty, and not enough of it comes up to the 
high-water mark of "A No. 1." 
Some 


of it, much of it, does, of course; bat 


there is too much poor butter handled 
in all the markets. Among private 
dairies there are the most widely differ- 
ing practices and customs employed in 
all the details of butter-making, from 
setting and skimming the milk to thu 
marketing of the product. In so simple 
an operation as butter-making 
one 


would hardly think it possible for BO 
many variations and modes of procedure 
to bo employed as are found among pri- 
vate dairymen. There is the setting of 
the milk m deep and shallow cans or 
pans, the skimming of the milk, the 
churning of whole milk, the scalding or 
heating of the cream, the different 
modes of churning, the working and 
not working, washing and not washing, 
salting and not salting of the product, 
and a score or so of other differences and 
contradictory practices. Some dairymen 
practice one of the above modes, others 
thu reverse. And this rule may be safe 
to follow: Whatever leads to the mak- 
ing of a choice article, for which a pay- 
ing price i.s obtained, that do. One may 
reach this through one particular meth- 
od, as washing tho butter or not, setting 
in a pan or can of a particular shape or 
sine; and another may reach it through 
directly opposite methods. It is enough 
if by either of these the dairyman pro- 
duces good butter for which he obtains 
a gooa price. 
But these elements must 


certainly be present: Good cows of a 
good breed; good feed in a sitflicicnt 
quantity; the utmost care and neatness 
in every manipulation, from the making 
to the marketing; skill in putting up the 
product in an attractive manner, and 
putting it upon the market so as to 
command the best price. Those are cor- 
tainly essentials about which there can be 
no question; as to the minor details, one 
mode of procedure is as likely to yield 
good profits as another. 
There is at 


present no over-supply of choice butter 
in our market. The demand for it runs 
very close upon the receipts, and from 
week to week the best, butter received is 
about all oiilen up or disposed off by 
Saturday niglit.—American ihtllivator.

matriculations at the middle.of the pres- 
ent month showed an extraordinary in- 
crease in the number of students 
The 


distinguished scholars who have been 
called to this institution exercise a great 
power of attraction. Such, for instance, 
are the jurists, Schmoller and (ieffkun 
—the latter of whom is favorably known 
in England by the translation of his 
great work on "Church and State"— 
the philologist, Studenmml, and the 
medical scholar, Kussmaul. The total 
teaching force at the university is repre- 
sented by .10 ordinary Professors, 14 
Professors extraordinary, 18 Frii'at- 
iloccnten or tutors, and three lectors. A 
" Student-life " of the traditional pat- 
tern which is conspicuous in the smaller 
university towns in (iennany can scarce- 
ly be said to exist in Slrasbiirg. A col- 
ored cap is seldom seen in the streets. 
The students, almost without, exception, 
have the reputation of being diligent 
pursuers of culture, and are not of the 
character which supplies fighting ma- 
terial for a " town and gown " squab- 
ble. 
Indeed, a very hirgc proportion of 


them have .sought <mt Strasburg, or have, 
been sent to it on account of the good 
name of the " Bur.sehcnschaft " for so- 
briety and hnrd work. Many young 
fel- 


lows have ilod thither from other Gor- 
man universities in order to escape the 
disturbing Itnnimdei of the typical stu- 
dent life, and devote themselves wholly 
and solely to those ends for which an 
alma mater is supposed to exist.

Death by Decapitation. 


The Paris Figaro recently sent a 


special reporter to witness the execu- 
tion at Boauvais of an atrocious mur- 
derer named Prunier. 
The moment 


that the guillotine hud done its work 
the body and head were placed in a 
basket and wore taken to the cemetery, 
where Drs. Evrard, Lo Sage Chevallior, 
Lesgullkm, llochu and Uccaisne were 
present. M. Evrard had asked for and 
obtained the body of the felon for ex- 
periment, " which." says the reporter, 
"wo followed with deep interest, for, 
besides their purely scientific character, 
they related to a question so often dis- 
cussed—do.es life survive decapitation? 
Five minutes had elapsed since the mo- 
ment when the head was separated 
from the trunk, and it was placed on a 
stone in the open air in front of the lit- 
tle chapel of the cemetery. Compara- 
tively little blood had flowed, and sonio 
drops were running from the carotid 
artery. Although the neck was very 
short, the cutting had been von- clean. 
Pinched, stuck with needles, submitted 
to the most painful experiments, the 
head never moved; the face remained 
unaltered, not a muscle quivered. The 
left ear was completely calcined in the 
Hume of a candle without obtaining the 
smallest appearance of sensibility. They 
then divided the skin of the head into 
four parts, and using the hammer, 
scalpel and saw, they took away the 
upper portion of the skull and with- 
drew the brain. 
This occupied ton 


minutes. Immediately on being sub- 
mitted to an electric battery the remains 
of tho head at once displayed nervous 
contractions—the teetli chattered, the 
mouth shut, tho eye and the cheek made, 
those grimaces which are observed iu 
sleeping people when tickled with a 
feather. 
With tho body the same result 


was obtained. It was absolutely with- 
out feeling. 
Lt was opened, the heart, 


lungs and intestines were removed, and 
then, on being placed iu contact, with 
the electric, battery, the arms and legs 
instantly moved. At this moment Dr. 
Evrard asked me what o'clock it was, 
and il appeared that forty minutes had 
elapsed from tho time of the execution. 
Lastly c,".nu< the concluding experiment. 
1,'nder the action of tho battery a shred 
of hanging flesh, displaced by the opera- 
tions, slomlon end, oscillated and quick- 
ly placed itself back on the .spot from 
which it hod been cut." Tho conclu- 
sion of the doctors is that tho move- 
ments observed in the bodies of persons 
guillotined on being subjected to tho ac- 
tion of electricity urc absolutely me- 
chanical, and display neither any re- 
mainder of life nor of sensation. 
Tho 


experiment will be the subject, of a 
memoir, which will .shortly lie presented 
to tho Academy of Medicine by M. 
Evrard, and in which lie will demon- 
strate that death by decapitation is in- 
stantaneous. 


All Unfortunate Ham. 


\ few weeks since some miners dis- 


covered a very singular curiosity in the 
mountains near Bonanza City, 'Idaho— 


thing less than the mammoth head 


and horns of a mountain ram grown 
into a pine tree. The skull was found 
firmly imbedded in the growing pine, 
tho Inmk of thu latter being sonic eight- 
een inches in diameter, with the horns 
protruding, and one in its natural curve 
re-entering tiie wood eight inches. Mr. 
Fred Meyers, of the Challis and Bonanza 
stage line, sjon heard of the "find," 
had the tree felled, and the. .section con- 
taining the ram's head neatly sawed off. 
Mr. Meyers has expressed the unique 
specimen to Thomas L. Kimball, gene- 
ral passenger and ticket iigent of the 
Union 1'acilic, in whose ollico it is now 
on exhibition. 


It was a source of much surmising 


yesterday upon the part of dozens of visit- 
ors at the Union Pacific headquarters 
as to how the horns became thus fast- 
ened, and how many years this lord of 
the sheep tribe has been impaled in the 
lonely mountains of Idaho, 
Some are 


of tho opinion that the animal, in 
search of food, wav caught in tho forks 


>f the tree scores of years ago, when it 
was a mere sapling, and unable to ex- 
tricate itself, there died, the tree grad- 
ually growing over tho skull. Such in- 
stances in tho case of doer are very 
common, but none has ever boon chron- 
icled, or fit least, not reported, in which 
the wonderfully muscular mountain ram 
has met such a fate. 


Another theory is that some Indian 


or old-time employee of the great fur 
companies received a straight-awaji hit 
from the ram; and in a lit of revenge 
hung his ramship up to recall the inci 
ilout of the unfortunate affair and in- 
iliilge in remorse, but forgot to take him 
down. Another is that in one of those 
terrific battles in which mountain rams 
often indulge each other, this one was 
"dodged"l)y his antagonist at a very 
critical period, and a forked sapling 
received tho onslaught, never after giv- 
ing up its embrace.

Mustangs in Texas Thirty Years Ago. 


The word mustang is a corruption of 


mcsteno, the Mexican name for a wild 
horso. 
Many years ago there wore 


thousands, no doubt millions, of those 
animals in Texas. In ] 81!), and for sev- 
eral years thereafter, they wore numer- 
ous in the region between tho Nuoces 
Iliver and tho Itio Grande. They were 
found further north, but not in such 
numbers. Immense herds of wild horses 
could be seen grazing on the prairies. 
When they saw any ono approaching 
the loader would often move to the 
front and make a reconnaissance. If 
things did not suit him, he would give 
his head a peculiar toss, wheel and 
sound the notoof alarm. These demon- 
strations would bo followed by prompt 
movement on the part of tho hem, some- 
times to the front, but more usually to 
tho roar. They would wheel into line, 
change front, move in lino, orin column, 
with as much precision and order as 
cavalry. It was wonderful to witness 
how well they were drilled and dis- 
ciplined. In the event a retreat was or- 
dered, the leader would move in the 
rear for a while. If any lagged or 
straggled they were very apt to feol his 
teeth, if not his heels. On some occa- 
sions a movement to tho front was or- 
dered. It was a charge in line, or in 
column, proudly headed by the leader. 
This was the case sometimes when 
mounted men were in sight. The Texas 
Bangers eperating in that 
country 


were followed by pack-mules in charge 
of a guard. It was necessary at times 
to form a hollow square, place the mules 
inside, and to throw out skirmishers to 
fire into the animals. If the leader could 
be struck, the charge would be broken. 
Tho horses would retire at once. 
Tho 


mustangs were hunted by Mexicans, and 
fine-looking ones singled out and las- 
soed. Whole herds were driven at a 
run into pens having extended wings, 
which contracted as they approached 
the gate. Aa many as 500 mustangs have 
been penned at one " run." 
They were 


sold at almost nothing, 95 being a high 
price for a choice horse. 
These nius- 


tangers were a wild set, often no bettor 
than Indians; some of them wore hon- 
est, good men. 
They were guilty of 


many murders and' robberies. 
The 


Comanchcs made many visits to that 
region. They would pounce upon the 
mustangers, set them afoot, or kill thorn, 
as caprice dictated. 
The Comanche 


wanted tho mustangs to ride and to eat. 
Horseflesh it a great delicacy with them. 
The choice part is tho fat immediately 
under the mane. Tho section in qnes 
tion was very hot in those days for 
Amoricani. A Texan was considered a 
hereditary eneniy by both mustangers 
and Indians. 
His only protection was 


the rifle and the six-shooter and a horso 
of strength and bottom.—Texas Mule 
Ranger.

The Struggles of an Inventor. 


Mr. Erastns B. Bigelow, the inventor 


of tho carpet loom, who died recently 
in Boston, had R long and hard strug- 
gle boforo.ho attained the success that 
was his object. 
His father was poor, 


and the boy was set to work on a neigh- 
bor's farm with very small wages. 
Whed 13 years old he made his first in- 
vention, a hand-loom for weaving sus- 
pender webbing. 
Next ho invented a 


machine for 
spinning yarn, which 


brought him in a few hundred dollars, 
but was not long in use. When 1(5 years 
old ho attended an academy at bin own 
expense, and soon after became inter- 
ested in stenography and mastered it 
with such ease that it occurred to him 
that he would write a book for the guid- 
ance of others. 
So ho wrote and pub- 


lished "Tho Self-T. aught Stenographer," 
and, encouraged by the saJe of $76 
worth of tho books in Boston in 10 days, 
he fancied that he might make a for- 
tune by canvassing tho country with it. 
To this end ho formed a partnership 
with a young medical student,, and they 
two canvassed New Kngland, 
New 


York, 
New Jersey 
and 
Pennsyl- 


vania; but tho enterprise ended in 
failure, and left him $400 in debt. Next 
he took a partner and began the manu- 
facture 01 twine. 
Later he went to 


Wareham, Mass., to manufacture cot- 
ton, but failed and increased his indebt- 
edness to 81,400. He then came to this 
city and took lessons in penmanship, 
and soon becamo so skilled that ho sup- 
ported himself for some time by giving 
instruction. 
This wandering existence 


did not satisfy him and he returned 
homo, and, after taking a course in 
classical studies, ho entered his name as 
a student of medicine. 
His thirst for 


knowledge again led him to invention, 
and, sleeping one night under a Marseilles 
quilt, he conceived tho notion that a 
power-loom might bo made to woavo 
such fabrics. Suspending his studios, 
ho soon matured tho plan of a loom, and 
constructed a machine which worked 
satisfactorily. 
Ho made an arrange- 


ment with a Boston house which prom- 
ised him tho needed capital, but he was 
again disappointed, for tho house failed, 
and his father also was not only unfortu- 
nate in business, but in failing health. In 
his journeying*) tho young man had seen 
tlie process ol weaving coach laco by 
hand-looms. He became satisfied that 
tho work could bo done by a power 
loom, and, having iirbl ascertained that 
tho demand for tho goods was such that 
its manufacture would be profitable, he. 
concentrated all his energies upon in- 
venting a loom suited to the work. After 
six weeks of extraordinary mental ap- 
plication ho had u power loom in suc- 
cessful operation, which has called out 
the highest praise. This invention gave 
him a reputation, and times becamo hot- 
ter with him. Ho turned his attention 
to carpet-machinery, and in JH-15 ho 
perfected a loom for weaving two-ply 
ingrain carpets, and he started in LowcU, 
Mass., the first successful power-loom 
carpet-factory ever in operation. 
His 


chief invention, the power-loom for 
weaving Brussels carpet, was completed 
a few years later. 
His patents on it 


were purchased by an English firm for 
$100,000. 


Tho whole number of patents issued 


to Mr. Bigelow by tho United States 
Piitent Ollice, is :)6. 
By his inventions, 


(ho cost of weaving coach lace was re- 
duced at once from i!2 cent*) a yard to H 
cents; and the cost of weaving Hrusbels 
carpet from !!0 cents to four cents!— 


The Dead Alive. 


That " truth is stranger than fiction" 


is once more aptly exemplified by tho 
following 
curious narrative, 
which 


reaches tlie Nazionc from its correspond- 
ent at Lucca. Some years ago a native 
of Casamaggioro emigrated to America, 
leaving behind him his wife and two 
children. Shortly after his arrival in 
tho States, where ho promptly found 
lucrative employment, ho sent 100 lire 
to tho priest of his native place, to be by 
him conveyed to his family. 
A few 


months later this remittance was fol- 
lowed by a second of 1,000 lire, and, at 
subsequent periods, other sums were 
forwarded in the same manner, to the 
total amount of 25,000 lire, or £1,000. 
Thu priost, however, to whom all this 
money was transmitted put it in his own 
pocket. Ono day, having come to tho 
conclusion that he had derived sufficient 
profit from his agency, he sent for the 
woman and informed her, with many 
consolatory reflections, that her husband 
was dead. 
About the same time, ho 


wrote to the emigrant, stating that the 
latter's wife and children had succumbed 
to an epidemic which had all but de- 
populated Casamaggiore, and inclosed 
in his letter an official certificate of their 
death an burial. It appears that after a 
while, tho emigrant, believing himself 
to be a widower, married again. 
He 


prospered in business, becamo a wealthy 
man, and, a few months ago,determined 
to revisit the place of his birth. In due 
time he arrived with his second wife and 
family at Casanuiggiorc, where he took 
up his quarters at tho principal inn. 
Strolling out to look up some of his old 
acquaintances, a little beggar boy fol- 
lowed him, importuning him for alms. 
Something in tho child's appearance 
arrested bis attention. 
He asked the 


boy his name, and found him to ba his 
own son. Further inquiry soon elicited 
the fact that his wife and two children 
were living, but in the utmost poverty 
and distress. The reverend embezzler, 
when confronted with his victims,oflered 
to refund the 26,000 lire: but tho affair 
had come to tho knowledge of the police 
authorities, who refused to permit any 
compromise, and arrested the holy man, 
against whom proceedings havo been 
token by the State. 
Meanwhile, his 


unfortunate expariBhioner finds himself 
saddled with two living wives and fam- 
ilies, between whose claims upon his 
affections and support there is, equitably 
speaking, nothing to choose either way. 
—London Telegraph. 


Improving French Horses. 


Tho French Government has been do- 


ing every thing possible to improve the 
breed of horses in France. Not only is 
a largo sum sot aside each year for tho 
support of riding and training schools, 
besides more than 8260,000 given by 
the State and local authorities to the 
various flat, steeple, and trotting races, 
but 1270,000 were spent last year in 
prizes for the best brood mares and 
Biros. Of this sum 6,784 marcn divided 
premiums worth about 8160,000, and 
1,059 sires received close upon 8110,000. 
During last year the Government spent 
$400,000 in the purchase of sires, and a 
Commissioner is sent to Turkey every 
year to procure pure blooded Arab stal- 
lions. The effect is seen in the wonder- 
ful success of French race horses upon 
the English turf. 
Three times within 


the last seven years a French sportsman 
has been first on the list of successful 
owners in England, and lost year more 
than 8160,000 was won either by horses 
bred in France and owned there, or by 
•horses French bred but owned in Bng- 
land.—London Sour.
